I However, not every computer • 
whu has actess to the equip- 
menr, worth several million dol- 
lars, and no related Internet 
comes have yet been uncovered, 
theexpemsdd.

BOISE (AF) - Some animal 
rights groups view a now policy 
directing Idaho wildlife man- 
. .agers to cut back tbe mimber of 
predators that eat game as an 
opening to potentially scale back 
bunting. 

_ Idaho Fish and Game commis- 
sioners on Sept. 29 will consider 
a policy that would “severely 
and demonstratively” reduce the ' 
number of predators taking 
game species. 

Ir responds to years of criti- 
cism from many of Idaho's 
220,000 hunters that managers 
have ignored the threat to 
healthy populations of deer and 
elk posed by lions, bears, coy- 
otes. foxes and even skunks. 

"Wlmt tbe sportsman is saying 
is ‘I want the predators brought 
into balance with the other ani- 
mals,”' Culdcsac hunter Pete 
Ellsworth -said. 

Hunters got from cummi.ssion- 
ers, including four members 
appointed last month by Gov. 
Dirk Kempiliomc. tbe strongest, 
most broadly, worded directive to 
reduce the number of predators 
in the nation, tlie International 
Association of Fish on<L Wildlife 
Agcndcf said. 

And they arc getdng unwanted 
attention from people nation- 
wide svho are e-mailing their 
opposition to Idaho Pish and 
Came. 

“The and-hunters are going to 
love seeing this," said Dan 
Pletschcr. a wildlife manage- i 
ment professor at the University I 
of Montana. *'lt'.s going to talw I 
hunting back an awful long 
ways."

Commissioners Friday tried to 
downplay the scope of the new 
policy, calling it only a directive 
for die agency to present a plan 
for managing predators where 
research demonstrates .they 
.threaten wildlife. 

”1 wouldn't have voted for it if • 
I thought it was a policy," said 
Commissioner Don Clowcr of 
Meridian. “All we’ve heard is a 
lot of emotion. We \vant to look 
at facts and figure.s." 

'But JloyMoulion, the new 
Driggs cbmmi.s5ioncr who 
authored the unanimously 
approved motion, said the word- 
ing was imcniionnl to not allow 
Fish and Game’s biologists any 
wiggle room. 

"The adjectives are carefully 
chosen to make sure they know 
wo mean business," Moulton 
said. 

Fish and Game aedng Director 
Jerry Mallet said the department 
got the mcisage. It is developing 
a prcdaiur-contrel plan to present 
to die commission next month. 

“We are not going to under- 
mine their policy,” Mallet said. 
“We’ro not in a power scrug^c 
with the commission on this."

Knight RIddor Nows Service 

SAN JOSE. Calif. - For David 
Smario, the Internet was the busi- 
ness opportunity of a lifetime. 
The Hayward, Calif., program- 
mer con now land contracts with- 
out having to reveal that he’s 
deaf. 

Since starting Smario- Soft 
Solutions from his home last 
year, the'softwarc programmer 
doesn’t have to rely on the spe- 
cial telephone service for deaf 
people that uses an operator to 
speak for them. Now, he can e- 
mail his resume to headhunters 
and prospective ch’cnts and rip e- 
mails and bids back and forth 
like any other consultant. 

A prospective customer may 
ROC even know he is deaf until 
they meet. Then, enough c-mailt 
hove been exchanged that a i^b- 
tionship has already b^n estab- 
lished. “The Internet makes 
everyone equal,” said Smario. 
“There’s no way I’d be able to 
run my business without il.” 

The Internet has undoubtedly 
transformed the social and busi- 
ness landscapes of mainstream 
^erica, but it has had a special 
importance for (he deaf and hear- 
ing impaired. 

For thousands of deaf and hard 
of hearing Americans, the 
Internet and its accompanying 
technologies have become a life- 
line. It has helped form communi- 
ties for individuals who other^sc 
felt alienated, providing every- 
thing ftom online de^ ^dng ser- 
vices to a deaf fantasy footbaU 
league. Although adnnees in 
audio may now threaten the new- 
found access, technology so far 
has bridged communication 
'between the deaf and the hearing 
and helped to spawn deaf entre- 
preneurs across the country. 

Technology con make signifi- 
cant differences in the lives of 
people with disabilities,” said 
Bet^ Bayha, direaor of tocolo- 
gy policy at World Institute on 
Disability in Oakland, Calif. 
“People with disabilities tend to 
be very early adopters of technol- 
ogy. They’re very willing guinea 
pigs because they understand the 
impact technology can have on 
them.” 

For years, the technology most 
widely available to the deaf was 
the TTY teletypewriter, also 
referred to as the TDD, the 
Telecommunications Device for 
•^the Deaf.'Inventcd-in'thc-early 
' 1960s, the device is a keyboard 
terminal that uses a telephone 
line to establish a text connection 
with others using a TOD. A deaf 
TDD user like Smario can also 
communicate with a hearing per- 
son by calling a toll-free numbtf 
that connects tijcm to an opera- 
tor, who acts os a go-between dur- 
ing the conversation. The service 
is mandated by law and is avail- 
able in every state. 

However, TDD conversations 
are slow and sometimes cumber- 
some. Now, many deaf and hard- 
of-hearing people ore turning to 
e-mail, as tvcll as two-way pagers. 
Videoconferencing using an 
intciprctcr is also in die ivorks. 

With the Web, deaf Netizens 
gain the freedom many without 
disabilities take for grantedr 
They can shop for products 
online and get os much informa- 
tion as they want, when they 
want, hassle-free. They can send 
e-mails back and forth to hearing 
folks without on inicrmcdioiy.

ing experience if you help your 
child find the right message. 
Watch television with your d^d 
and be ready to talk about real- 
life roles of women,' the elderly 
and people of different races os 
opposed to stereotypes. Discuss 
ways that people are different 
and ways that they arc the some. 

• Help your child re^t cora- 
raerdals; When your child asks 
for products advertised on TV - 
toys, candy, clothiog, snacks, etc 
- explain that the purpose of

want things they may not need. 
Limit the numlwr of advcrtisc- 
nicnts yow child secs by watch- 
ing public television stations. 
You cm also tape programs and 
leave out the commercials.

have it or you don’t. Other kids 
are “task-oriented" - they 
believe yo.u can improve with 
practice. If you are high in both 
task and ego orientation, you are 
most likely to keep, playing. If 
you are low in both, you are most 
likely to drop out. .' 

“Unfortunately, low-task, low- 
ego motivation is overrepresent- 
ed by girls," says Stuart Biddle, 
professor of exercise science at 
Loughborough University in 
Engla nd, tvho studi es t he p sv- 
cholb^ of sports attrition and 
motivation.

Q. What should I do if my child 
wonts lo quit a sport? I’m upset. 

A. Except in dra&lic circum- 
stances, a child should not be 
allowed to quit a team sport in 
the middle of the season. 

But if a child i^'isbc.s to quit 
before or after a season, parents 
need to sit down and find out 
■hy. 

“The worst thing you can do is 
just shrug your shoulders and 
say. That’s fine with me.’ That 
noninvolvcmcnt is not advis- 
able." says Rick Wolff, sports 
ps>-chologist. former pro baseball 
player and author of “Good 
Sports: The Concerned Parent’s 
Guide to Competitive Youth 
Sports" (Sagamore. S12.9S). 
Instead, parcnts'should stay 
calm, sit down and listen. If a 
child says he wants to quit 
liecausc it's no fun, probe gently 
to find out exactly what he 
means.' 

“More times than not, they'll 


be able to tell you," Wolff says. 
“Maybe he has no friends, or 
fecl.s loft out, or he’s not playing 
cnougli, or the coach doesn't like 
him. But the other possibility is 
that the child might say, 'You 
know, I’ve been playing it all 
these years ... but I’d like to 
.spend more time getting in the 
band or in a play.’ And then you 
have to let him. Tliat’s a natural 
evolution as children grow up.” 

Q. Should my child specialize 
in a sport? Won’t she fall behind 
if she drops out for a year? 

A. Baseball slugger Mark 
McGwire skipped playing base- 
ball his sophomore year of high 


school. He played on the goIP go back of her own accord. 


until higli school or college. 

A gifted athlete will not be 
hurt by dropping out for year or 
playing another sport, says Wolff. 
In fact, it might do him or her 
good. The risk of burnout is high 
in children and teens who play 
one sport year-round, he says. 
However, with many and girls 
ovenveight, you need to find, a 
way for your child to stay acrive, 
even if it is not in an organized 
spon. 

If your diild has dropped out of 
a sport, ihot doesn’t mean she’ll 
never go back to it. Sometimes 
kids just need a break. Hold your 
breath, stay silent, and she may

He urges coaches and parents 
who see burnout signs in their 
players, such os lack of enthusi- 
asm or tiredness, to respond by 
giring kids time off or shaking up 
the schedule. 

The scant research done on 
stress and travel teams shows 
that it’.s the constant travel, not 
the games themselves, that lead 
to burnout, says Daniel Gould,

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Cowboy chronicler 

New Mexico ranch keeps spirit of Will James alive 


CIMARRON, N.M. (AP) - As 
soon as Lcs Davis opened the 
door, leather smells, rich and pun* 
gent, bolted put of the dork, cool 
place like a steer out of a rodeo 
chute. 

The .saddli: rpbm at the CS 
Ranch headquarters, six miles 
ea.si of Cimarron, dates back to 
about ISSO and hasn't changed 
much in those 100-plus years. 

"This place still has its original 
air conditioning,” said owner 
Davis, pointing out the thick, 
adobe walls that fended off the 
midday heat. 

Tlie interior decorating has not 
been revised a bunch, either. 
I^aLs, saddles and otltcr cowboy 
rigging fill the room now just as 
tliey did in the last century. 

“Will James kept his saddle 
' here when he was- at hcadquar* 
ters," Davis said. . 

He nodded tlic brim of his hat 
in the direction of another ranch 
— building tliat's not used now but. 
.was once the bunkhousc. “Tltat's 
where Will would sleep when he 
was in from the cow camp.” ho 
said. 

Will James, 1892*1942, was a 
coisi)uridier and a bronc buster, a 
good hand on a ranch. He also 
was a writer of tales about cattle 
country and. arguably, the best 

iilustratorbarnone of horses wlilt — 

outlaw tendencies and acrobatic 
abilities. 

James has been dead more 
years now than he lived. If the 
general public knows him at all,

Steve Zimmer, 48, is a cowboy 
and the director of the museum 
and library at the Philmont Scout 
Ranch in Cimarron. He grew up 
reading James at his family's 
ranch on the Canadian River 
north of Amarillo, Texas, and now 
reads the books to his sons, 
Parker, 8, and Marshall, 6. 

“His books reaffirmed every- 
thing that I was learning growing 
up,” Zimmer said. “All the cow- 
punchers seemed to read him. He 
was the quintessential cowboy's 
cowboy who talked the cowboy 


a cow," linda Davis said. 

Her husband agrees. “Three- 
quarters of James' horses look 
like they have just exploded.** he 
said. 

That’s the image Ian Tyson, a 
Canadian who sings about cow- 
boy life, went after in a song be 
composed in tribute to James.

Whether natural or adopted, 
James talked and wrote in a ver- 
nacular that rang true to people 
whojwere cowboys - and those 
who wished they were. '

“You want to'watch that sorrel 
you're riding; he ain't through 
with you yet, and is apt to bog Ids 
head and go after you just when 
you least expect or. want him to.” 

Zimmer’s compadre, Curtis 
Fort of Tatum, a cowboy and 
sculptor of Western subjects, says 
_he is a roped. ' tied , branded and 
cariharkcd"James fan because 
James tells it like it is - and like it 
Mns. 

“He was writing about an era 
that people like Steve and me 
wished we had seen, the bigger, 
’d^ri-rangc cduhtty of ilie 1920s," 
said Fort, 49. “I had read the 
Zane Greys. They are great 
Western romances, and when you 
arc 16 they are kind of fun to 
read. But Will James could really 
describe the snorting horse and 
eveothing that goes with It."

‘‘My dad always thought that 
Will James could draw animals 
better than anyone," said Linda 
Davis, Les’ wife and ranching 
partner.

But chances arc James ne\-er 
would have wrinen a book at all 
if he had not spent the summer of 
1921 in a mountain cow comp on 
New Mexico’s CS Ranch. Before 
he got to camp, however, James 
met a few bad horses, had some 
good times and some Icon times 
and even did a little jail time. 

There was a lot of truth in 
James’ fiction and just about as 
mucli fiction in his “true" stories; 
Rcscar^crs hgurc that about the 
first third of his autobiography, 
“Lone Cowboy," wrinen in 1930. 
is made up. 

We know noiv tliat he was bom 
Joseph Ernest Nephtali Dufauli ' 
in SQuihem Quebec Province in- 
Canada. He left home at IS to 

chasc.the.cQivboy-drcamr^usu^s— 

his books would later spur other 
boys to do. He worked on nmehes 
in western Canada and ex-entual- 
ly slipped over the border into 
the nortltcm plains of the United 
. States, where he adopted the Will . 
James name. 

He did some cowboy work in 
southern Idoho and on the 
Nevada range, and he did a year. 
April 191S to April 1916. In the 
Nevada State Prison for cattle 
rustling. 

James was in Reno. Ncv.. in 
1919, when a black colt with the 
deceptively docile handle of 
Happy pitched him during a 
bronc-riding exhibition. He land- 
ed on some railroad cracks and 
got his head busted up enough to 
coke 22 stitches. 

It was enough lo get James to 
thinking. While his cracked head 
was healing, James, then 27. 
decided to spend more time work- 
ing on his an and less time chas- 
ing cows and getting stomped on 
by horses. 

The summer of 1921 found him

FORT LAUDERDALE. Fla. - 
They want challenging, goal-ori- 
cnicd jobs with flexible working 
hours. Incentives like additional 
training and workshops are nice. 
Oh. and don't forget telecommut- 
ing opimrtunicies. 

Ihese aren't the demands of 
tomorrow's work force. They're 
the perks agcncie.s must offer to 
keep tomorrow's volunteers 
happy, ^ 

Service organizations arc realiz- 
ing that deiwndahle, older volun- 
teers are an asset - there arc 
more tlum 24 million over age SS 
nationwide who give S.5 billion 
hours of service a year. And vol- 
-iinieer recniiters know they are 
going to have to work even hard- 
er to win those hours as they sian 
dealing with Baby Boomers and 
ne^vly retired seniors. 

"Volunteer opportunities are 
more likely to appeal to Iwomers 
if they are siiort-tcrm goal orient- 
ed,” Stiid Judy Helcin, manager of 
volunteer management resources 
for AARF, the Washington D.C- 
based senior advocacy group.

Every asset wc 
OUT), including our home, is titled 
jointly with right of sunivoishlp, 
meaning that if I die, she gets it 
all, and if she dies, I get it all. Our 
life insurance polieies, IRA’s, and 
retirements go to the beneficiary. 
.Given this, is there any reason we 
should go to the expense of get- 
ting wills drown up? 

A. Assuming alj assets are titled 
with a right of survivorsliip as you 
soy. at the death of the first of 
you. each of the assets titled in 
this fashion will pass to the sur- 
vivor automatically. This means 
that the first of you 10 die should 
not have 0 probate estate. If. on 
the other-hand, there arc assets 
which not titled in this fashion - 
like an automobile, there will be 
red tape involved in gelling title 
to that a.sset. While under these 
very .limited circumstances a will 
inay not be nccc.ss.iry for the first 
of you to die. the survivor will 
probably need o will to make sure 
that assets go where they ore 
. intended to go. 

Q. My husband and I have been 
nurried for nearly 40 years, and 
he refuses to sec a lawyer to get a 
will drawn up. He tells roc that 1 
need not worry because I wrill get 
what he colls a ‘Vife’s share.” Wc 
have three children. I hove not 
worked outside the home for 
j'cars. lie has a house, some fumi- 
lurc, savings, and a small retire- 
ment.

A. If your husband dies before 
you and has no will, die low of the 
Slate where you live diciaics who 
will inlicrit the liousc and the sav- 
ings. regardless of your husband’s 
intern. This means that if your 
husband oivns all assets and dies

before you, you will be in the 
unenviable position of orvning all 
assets jointly with your three chil- 
dren or, in some instances, your 
grondriiildrcn. This tneans real 
cxpen.sive problems to solve. 

Alihougli you .should dicck the 
low of the state in which you live, 
the following is an example of 
what happens in one state if a per- 
son dies without a rvilL (1) If mar- 
ried with no diildrcn. everything 
goc-s to the surviving spouse; (2) If 
married with children, one-half 
goes to the surviving spouse and 
one-half is divided equally among 
ti'C diUdren; (3) If unmarried with 
children, all goes to the diildrcn 
^ually; (4> If not married and no 
diildrcn, oil goes to surviving par- 
ents, and if parents are not surviv- 
ing, to brothers and sisters enu^y 
with the child or children of a 
decciscd sibling taking the share 
a parent would have taken; (4) If 
not married, no children, and no 
surviving parents or siblings, the 
law of the state defines what next 
of kin will inherit. 

Bottom Line: You and your hus- 
band need wills. 

Q. My son and his wife have two 
children and expect their third. 
When-wc werc-talkingpmyson — 


] told me that he and his wife had 
not changed their wills since they 
were first married 12 years ago. I 
told them that if they did not get 
new wills prepared, their children 
would not inherit. Is this correct? 

A No. Tlie “pretermirted heir” 
rule protects children who were 
born or adopted after a will is 
made. Unless.thc will spedfic^y 
refers to the pending birth of the 
child, if your son or daughter-in- 
law dies without making a new 
will, the low presumes a child 
born after the will was inadver- 
tently omitted and awajxis him or 
her an intestate share of the 
estate. It is always wise to have 
new wills prepared after chores 
in life status such as bi^ of chil- 
dren, marriage, and divorce. 

Q. I am a widow. If I will my 
■ property to my three adult chil-. 
drei) in equal shares, what hap- 
pens if one of my children dies 
before me? Do his children get his 
share? 

A. Unless your will provides to 
the comrory, ami-Iapsc laws wilt 
assure that if a beneficiary is 
related to you and dies before you 
do, the assets will be pass^ on to 
dial bcnefidaiys heirs. If, howev- 
er, the benefidory who pr^cccos- 
csyouisnoi doscly related to you 
and your will docs not provide 
oihervvise, the assets wUl pass to 
the other bcnefidarics or by intes- 
tacy. If is always wise to make 
sure your wishes arc set forth in 
your will to avoid unintended 
results.
